To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea. 


Dear  Sir,  or  Madam, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  I960. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  call  for  little  comment.  The  birth 
rate  remains  at  tne  same  level  as  the  previous  j^ear,  but  the  death  rate  increased 
from  12*7  to  16*3,  deaths  from  heart  disease,  cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  dominating  the  picture.  The  deaths  from  cancer  increased 
slightly  and  include  three  cases  of  lung  cancer. 

The  district  was  almost  free  from  notifiable  infectious  disease  throughout 
the  year. 

Rainfall. 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  34*65  inches,  the  average  over  the  past  ten 
years  being  23*80  inches.  Rain  fell  on  206  days,  December  being  the  wettest 
month  with  5*96  inches  and  June  the  driest  with  0*53  inches.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is  distributed  by 
the  Council.  The  consumption  during  I960  was  81,046,000  gallons,  an  amount 
equivalent  to  38*44  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day.  Approximately 
550  feet  of  3 inch  water  main  was  laid  during  the  year  to  serve  private  housing 
development. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  flooding  occurred  on  the  low  lying  land 
adjoining  stream  dyke,  this  being  attributable  to  periods  of  exceptionally  heavy 
rainfall  and  the  waterlogged  condition  of  the  ground  at  the  time. 

Sewage  discharges  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  seat.  Flooding  has 
continued  to  occur  at  certain  low  lying  points  in  the  system  due  to  surcharging  of 
the  sewers  when  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  coincides  with  high  tides.  During 
the  year  340  feet  of  new  sewers  have  been  constructed  by  private  contractors  to 
serve  new  housing  development. 

In  April,  I960,  the  Council  engaged  a Consulting  Engineer  to  submit  a report 
on  repairs  necessary  to  the  existing  sewer  outfall  and  following  his  report  on 
this  matter  in  September,  I960,  the  Council  requested  him  to  submit  a further 
report  on  the  sewerage  system  of  the  town  and  the  provision  of  a new  submarine 
sea  outfall. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  present  some  difficulty  owing  to  the 
limited  capacity  of  the  incinerator.  However,  the  collection  service  has  been 
much  improved  as  a result  of  purchasing  a new  18  cubic  yard  Karrier  Gamecock 
Collection  Vehicle  in  which  refuse  can  be  compressed  during  collection,  thus 
saving  time  previously  spent  on  journeys  to  and  from  the  disposal  point.  It  was 
necessary  to  widen  and  increase  the  height  of  the  entrance  to  the  incinerator 
owing  to  the  larger  size  of  the  new  vehicle.

During  the  year  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  came 
into  force.  This  Act  revised  the  method  of  licensing  caravans  and  prescribed 
conditions  which  could  be  attached  to  the  licences.  As  a result  of  this  Act  it 
is  hoped  that  the  standard  of  caravan  sites  generally  will  be  substantially 
improved. 

Construction  of  the  new  shop  and  recreation  hall  on  the  Council's  caravan 
site  at  the  North  Cliff  was  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and 
when  completed  it  is  felt  that  this  building  will  be  a very  useful  amenity  on  the 
site.

Meat  Inspections 

During  the  year  the  slaughterhouse  report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  and  reported  on:- 

(a)  The  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  the  district  for 
slaughterhouse  facilities,  and 

(b)  The  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are  or  are  likely  to  become 
available  to  meet  these  requirements. 


The  date  decided  on  by  which  all  slaughterhouses  were  to  comply  fully  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  was  31st  August,  1961.  This  was  subsequently  changed 
by  the  Ministry  (for  administrative  purposes)  to  1st  October,  1961 

The  Government  continues  to  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  inspecting  meat 
for  consumption  outside  the  district.
